Second. I will face any old walls you may direct with white enameled bricks at the rate of 
One Hundred and Five dollars ($105.00) per thousand measured in the wall. 


Third. I will provide and set rubbed slate caps — 1 % inch thick, by 6 inches wide for the 
sum of Forty Cents (40¢) per running foot. 


Fourth. I will plaster any old walls or Ceilings you may direct, with two coats sand finish 
floated for the sum of Sixty Cents (60¢) per square yard.
